As buildings meet the ‘minimum 
the patrols can be 
abandoned. Pye said as soon as 
the minimum standards have been 
recommended his committee will 
proceed to recommend needed 
changes in the building code. 

The committee will insist that 
supervised patrols be created, and

Are Announced by FHA 


Higher mortgage \ceilings to stimulate home building and meet 
the high costs of construction were announced here yesterday by 
R. E. Matheson, State Director of Federal Housing Administration. 


Under Section 603 of Title VI, 
the FHA can insure loans on new 
houses to owner-occupant veterans 
and to builder-sponsor mortgagors 
up to 90 percent of the FHA cur- 
rent replacement cost for a term 
of 25 years at four percent inter- 
est, plus one-half of one percent 


annual mortgage insurance. 
Veterans, who are expected to 
benefit most by the change, should 
see any approved FHA mortgagee

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New VA Appraiser Plan 
Designed To Protect Vets 


By MARJORY SMITH 


Moving to protect veterans from being “stuck” with overpriced | 


homes, the Veterans’ Administration has announced by Jan. 2 the 
agency will designate appraisers to determine the “reasonable value” 
of any property which ex-servicemen seek to obtain through a loan. 


John M. Slaton, Jr., Deputy 
Administrator for the Southeast, 
was informed from Washington 
yesterday the new system will 
end procedures in effect for the 
last 15 months, whereby any 
lending institution was permitted 
to select any appraiser it desired 
from a panel of local appraisers 
whose “general qualifications” had 
been approved by the VA. 

In effect, VA has ordered a gen- 
eral house cleaning of chiseling 


real estate appraisers who have 
been gouging ex-GlIs by. over-stat- 
ing the value of properties offered 
for sale under the guaranteed loan 
provisions of the GI Bill. 

Washington spokesmen informed 
Slaton several hundred “chiselers” 
have been removed for “padding” 
appraisals, and said others will be 
weeded out when the new system 
goes into operation. 

Slatonsaid the revised procedure 


is expected to bring to an end 
over-pricing which resulted from 
an alleged tendency of some lend- 
ers to use exclusively the serv- 
ices of “obliging appraisers.” 

In the past, Washington VA of- 
ficials advised Slaton, many legit- 


imate appraisers who refused to|

Thus, if property is once ap- 
praised, even though the loan is 
not closed, the appraisal will 
stand for use within a reasonable 
time. 

In such cases, if another vet- 


eran becomes 
same property, his lender may ob- 
tain a copy of the original ap- 
praisal from VA without the vet- 
eran having to pay a fee. 

All future appraisals will “rigid- 
ly comply with the law passed 
to protect veterans against over- 
priced property,” according to 
who explained the law 


“reasonable value.” 


VA is now in a position to desig- 


nate its own appraisers without 
delay, he added, and the change- 
over will not slow down the pro- 
cessing of GI loans in this area.

While James V. Carmichael had 
no comment to make, it is be- 
lieved from previous statements 
when no such eventuality was in- 
dicated, that he would not allow 
his name to be urged upon the 
Legislature. 

There will be a court fight as it 
is, and Carmichael, with a rela- 
tively new and important admin- 
istrative position’ in a local firm, 
and his own businesses, is not be- 
lieved willing to again enter the 
political arena. It is believed his 
position will be that he made the 
race on the basis of what he con- 
ceived to be his duty and that he

“The executive power shall be 
vested,in a Governor, who shall 
hold office during the term of four 
years, and until his successor shall 
be chosen and qualified.” 

Some insist that Gov. Ellis Ar- 
nall would continue to hold office 
until an election could be called. 
This is denied by those who will 
present the name of Herman Tal- 
madge, as one of the two receiving 
the most write-in votes. They in- 
sist that once the Legislature, as 
required, elects and qualifies a 
legally acceptable man as Gover- 
nor, that provision of the Consti- 
tution is then satisfied and with- 
out further meaning. 

Should Gov. Arnall attempt to 
keep the. office, deciding the law 
so requires him to do (and he has 
not said he wouldn’t do so), it is 
understood that Lt. Gov. M. E. 
Thompson would file a quo war- 
ranto contesting such action under 
a clause of the Constitution for- 
bidding a governor to _ succeed 
himself, 

Gov. Arnall might accept the 
Legislative decision upon ruling 
from the Attorney General as to 
the meaning of the Constitutional 
paragraphs under debate. 

There are 205 House members, 
of whom an a@ven 100 are known 
Talmadge supporters. How many 
ef the remaining 105 are friendly 
is not known. There are 53 Sen- 
ators, of whom 25 are old-line 
Talmadge men. Some others are 
friendly. Their plan to have the 
Legislature elect Herman Tal- 
madge should his father be un- 
able to take the oath would need 
only a few votes to have a ready 
majority.

For years thinking persons have won- 
dered at illogical and unwieldy legisla- 
tive procedures. Congressional action has 
been especially cumbersome, being ham- 
strung with red tape and delaying fea- 
tures, 


The last Congress adopted a Congres- 
sional modernization bill which sought to 
improve the situation through stream- 
lining. | 


Logical committee consolidations were 
ordered, the number being reduced from 
53 to 15 in the Senate and from 48 to 19 
in the House. This would mean that no 
Senator need serve on more than two 
committees and no Representative on 
more than one, in contrast to the six or 
seven which now claim their attention. 

Improved handling methods in com- 
mittee were worked out and competent 
personnel provided to assist each in its 


special work. Thus Congressmen would 
be assured expert advice and background 
information on proposed legislation. 

In addition, eaeh Congressman would 
be provided with an administrative assist- 
ant to attend to the many onerous details 
which now take up so much time. This 
would provide more free hours for study 
and contemplation of the merits of really 
important matters. 

Unfortunately, there is a move under- 
foot to undo much of the good which the 
reorganization bill will accomplish. 

Jealous of their present committee 
memberships, a few little men are com- 
plaining vigorously about the reduction of 
committees, overlooking the fact that their 
importance is relative and that all will lose 
memberships in proportion. 

It is to be hoped-that these objections 
will be overcome, that Congressional re- 
organization will go along as currently 
planned. ° | 

Congressional streamlining may not be 
the answer to legislative inefficiency, but 
at least it should be accorded a chance. 


Henry McIntosh and the Albany Herald 


Few men have won so universally the 
respect and admiration of those with 
whom they came in contact as did Henry 
McIntosh, who announced yesterday the 
sale of his Albany Herald. 


For 52 years Mr. McIntosh has been 
connected with the Herald, having had 
complete charge of its editorial policy 
since the death in 1925 of his*father, the 
paper's founder. 


During that time, with the help of his 
partner, John Davis, who served as the 
paper’s business Manager, Mr. McIntosh 
has built the Herald into the outstanding 
smali-city daily in the South. It has been 
in large measure responsible for the rapid 
growth of Albany and its surrounding 
territory. 

The paper has constantly reflected Mr. 
MclIntosh’s own innate honesty and good 
taste, its editorial policies being copn- 
sistently commendable and vigorously 
straightforward. In addition to writing 
the bulk of the paper’s editorials, Mr. Mc- 
Intosh daily has contributed an editorial 


page feature, “This Is My Personal Col- 
umn,” which has a great following. 

It is characteristic of Mr. McIntosh 
that, in retiring, he has selected his suc- 
cessor w.th great'care, having chosen an 
adopted Southerner, James H. Gray, who 
gives every promise of carrying on The 
Herald’s program and policies. Mr. Gray, 
a graduate of Dartmouth and Heidelburg, 
is a former editorial writer on The Hart- 
ford Courant. He has been employed on 
The Herald as Associate Editor since his 
release from service early in the year 
and his purchase of the paper came only, 
one may be sure, after Mr. McIntosh was 
‘Satisfied as to his stability and ability. 

It is. good to know that, in stepping 
down from the worries of the paper’s op- 
eration, Mr. McIntosh will yet continue as 
Editor Emeritus.

“So red the road,” he said, doing great harm 
to one of the old Persian tent-maker’s lines. 
ON But it was. I think the most beautiful red 
clay road I have ever seen is a stretch between Warthen and Sparta 
on Highway 15. 


There is a long stretch of it that is rich and warm with a red 
that looks like smoothed-out old velvet.

Time The air is clean and the countryside stretches away on 
each side so that you can see Time that was and Time 
that is. 


There are old, old “big houses,” many of them shuttered and 
closed, and some of them carrying on amidst relics and mementoes 
of Time that was. There are the old gin houses, falling in ruins 
or stuffed with old hay. There are the rows of empty cabins where 
the tenants once lived, gone now to “Dee-troit” or to “Ak-run.”

But, if you persist you will drive through 
some of Hancock County’s old countryside, much of it abandoned 
to the years, coming finally. to an old-fashioned ferry across the 
Oconee. It moves sluggishly on its cable, but it has grace, too, in 
its slow turns and the accurate finding of the passage. 


They are building a great bridge above the ferry. And a new 
road is being cut. The lumbering earth-movers are filling ravines 
and cutting great gashes in hills, leaving the uprooted trees along 
the way to mark its passage.

tion with a speech he made here the other night at the annual 
dinner of the Gridiron Club. 


The speech was not publicized because of a peculiar rule of 
the club that, although made up almost entirely of newspapermen, 
“no reporters are ever present” at such dinners. 


Nevertheless, what he said created a mild sensation at the time. 
It has been pretty much the talk of the town ever since. 


Some political observers go so far as to say that he may have 

ruined his chances entirely by the performance. No one has been 
found willing to say that he helped himself by it. 
. To appreciate the situation it is necessary to give the setting 
in which the speech was delivered. Present at the Gridiron dinner 
were the President of the United States, members of his Cabinet, 
the Chief Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, 
leading figures of both parties in and out of Congress. together 
with an imposing array of newspaper editors and publishers from 
over the country. 

In short, the dinner was attended by the top-ranking leaders 
in the political and journalistic field. 


Poor Taste In this sort of a setting Gov. Bricker, widely ac- 

claimed as a leading Republican presidential pos- 
sibility in 1948, delivered an address which has been generaliv 
condemned as intemperate, over severe in his criticism and in poor 
taste, 

It seems to have left a bad impression on most all of those 
who were present. The effect of this is likely to be felt in par- 
ticular among the newspaper editor fraternity. Not many of them 
thought he measured up-to presidential stature. As a result his 
candidacy may be weakened when the preconvention campaign 
gets under way. 


From all accounts, it was not only what Gov. Bricker said, but 
the way he said it. One criticism was that he was a bit too siur- 
ring in his treatment of President Truman, whom he challenged, 
for one thing, to “come into Ohio and bring Henry Wallace with 
you,” or words to that effect. 

Some remarked afterward that they had been under the im- 
pression Mr. Wallace, former Secretary of Commerce, had been 
fired from the Cabinet; hence, they were at a loss to see the appro- 
priateness of the Bricker challenge. 

Where it was lacking in good taste was in not adopting a mag- 
nanimous attitude as the spokesman for the victorious Republi- 
cans after the recent November elections. His temper seemed to 
be just the reverse. 

One would have thought he was on the hustings delivering a 
speech for public consumption, whereas the atmosphere of the 
dinner was on a much different plane, with good fellowship %n- 
stead of animosities the motif of the evening’s entertainment. 

The Gridiron Club itself had set the tem 
From the GO with its funmaking thrusts at public officials. 
The predominant skit was on the theme of “God Save America— 
From the Republicans.” 

As is usual at such dinners the President of the United States 
is the principal speaker, with some outstanding leader of the opd- 
position party named to precede him. Gov. Bricker was selected 
to represent the Republicans in recognition of his status as a lead 
ing contender for the 1948 nomination. 

When it came Mr. Truman's turn to speak he made the former 
Ohio Governor's tirade appear even more ridiculous by ignoring 
practically all he had said. Instead of engaging in personalities 
he delivered a rather light and witty speech, which was more in 
keeping with the spirit of the occasion. 

As to the Bricker challenge about bringing Henry Wallace into 
Ohio, Mr. Truman said only that he would be delighted to visit the 
Buckeye State any time the people there invited him. 

No one disputes that the President came off with top honors 
in the joust with Bricker. 

It was all merely an incident in the preliminaty skirmishing 
over the White House battle of two years hence, but it was an in- 
cident that may have an important bearing on the aspirations of 
one of the potential candidates. 

Gov. Bricker will probably find that speech of the other night 
coming back to haunt him in the days ahead. It left an impression 
that may have a bad lingering effect.

THE TEACHER turned restau- 
rant operator is Mrs. Ira D, Wells, 
who taught for 15 years in the 
public schools of Pensacola and 
started making her home-cooking 
pay off by sheer accident. Now 
you may find her any day in the 
week in the basement of an old- 
fashioned boarding house on 
Baker Street, greeting hungry 
hordes of mechanics, printers, 
truck drivers, office workers and 
feeding them, strictly family style, 
plenty of plain vittles topped off 
with featherweight biscuits. and 
cane syrup. 

There's nothing effete or tea- 
roomish about Mrs. Wells’ estab- 
lishment. It is carefully  pat- 
terned on the country dining room 
where the menfolks are many and 
hungry. There are half a dozen

Just about the most interesting as well as glamorous visitor here 
for the holidays is Baroness Maude Van Ophem, of Paris, who is 
anticipating a real American Christmas as the guest of her close 
friends, Eloise and Jack Pappen- 
heimer, at their home on Wood- 
ward Way. Through the war 
years there was not much cele- 
brating of Christmas, due to 
shortages of everything, but 
that indomitable French spirit 
never died. The Baroness, in 
America for the second time in 
her life, is here during the most 
festive season of the year and 
she is enjoying to the fullest all 
of the parties given in her hon- 
or. And what she is especially 
intrigued over is drinking sweet 
milk and eating Georgia sweet 
potatoes for the first time. 

Tall, slender and chic, the 
Baroness is an exotic brunet 
with flawless olive complexion, 
black hair and large expressive 
brown eyes. She speaks with 
a distinctive French accent and 
wears her clothes with a flair 
of sophistication. She has a quiet 
and attractive manner and ap- 
pears calm and well groomed, 
despite the harrowing experi- 
ences through which she passed 
during the war.

It was on one of these trips 

that a baby daughter was born to a French woman in the Baroness’ 

ambulance, and the grateful mother named her baby in her honor 
and chose her as its godmother. 

During the evacuation of Paris, the Baroness was at the wheel 
of her ambulance for 36 hours without rest and was forced to sleep 
on the roadside when duties lessened. For her splendid work, she 
was decorated, along with five of her companions, with the Croix 
de Guerre with citations by Gen. Georges of the French Army in 
the Court of Invalides. Gen. Alphonse Giroud of the French Army 
is an uncle of the Baroness. 

While the Germans were in Paris, the Baroness says that they 
would not allow women to ride in the Bois de Boulogne, but the 
Atlanta visitor, an ardent horsewoman, donned her riding habit, 
put on a false moustache and enjoyed a ride even to receiving salutes 
from German officers!

Christmas is the most hos- 
pitable of seasons.

crisp cookies, or cheese crackers. 
If a punch is served keep it on 
the not-too-sweet side and serve 
cookies or fruit cake with it. The 
following recipe makes a sparkling 
red punch which serves about 30 
guests, punch-cup size servings. 


CHRISTMAS PUNCH 

1 to 1 1-2 cups granulated sugar 

1 cup boiling water 

1 No. 2 1-2 can stoned red 
cherries and juice 

1 1-2 cups orange juice 

1-2 cup lemon juice 

1 quart tokay, muscatel, or 
malaga wine 

1 quart bottle sweet claret 

1 quart charged water 


Combine the sugar and boiling 
water. When dissolved add thé 
cherries and fruit juices. Cover, 
and chill in the refrigerator at 
least six hours. Transfer to a 
punch bowl. Bank the bowl with 
holly, mistletoe and other Christ- 
mas greens. Add the wine and 
charged water to the chilled mix- 
ture and serve at once. This will 
serve 30 people.

When slightly thick- 
ened, add celery, pineapple and 
cranberry sauce. Turn into ring 
mold. Chill until firm. Unmold, 
garnish with lettuce, and fill cen- 
ter of ring with either cottage 
cheese, or cream cheese whipped 
with milk to the consistency of 
whipped cream, 

Note: If flavored gelatin is not 
available use the unflavored and 
add the juice of one lemon and a 
dash of salt.

Flirted With Other Men 


FRANKFURT, Germany, 
flaunted her shapely, 


Dec. 19—(4)—Golden-haired Eva Braun 
scantily clad body and flirted with other 


men in front of Adolf Hitler before their eleventh-hour marriage, 
newly captured Nazi color films disclosed Thursday. 


Her poses and preening and the 
nude daylight bathing of her 
sister, recorded on three of the 31 


reels’ of movie film dug from a 
secret hiding place by U. S. Army 
agents, were shown at a special 
“matinee” for news correspond- 
ents after Gen. Joseph T. McNar- 
ney viewed them. 


U. S. officers who found the 
film months ago in the Bavarian 
Mountains said they cast new and 
important light on the personali- 
ties of the Fuehrer and his sweet- 
heart. 


The 10%-hour collection of pic- 
tures made by Hitler’s personal 
photographer, Heinrich Hoffman, 
and his aides, gave intimate de- 
tails of gay wartime parties at 
Berchtesgaden and of Hitler’s soli- 
tary walks. 

Coquettish and youthful, Eva 
mugged, flirted, flexed her well- 
developed body and displayed her 
gymnastic prowess in front of Hit- 
ler, his Nazi cronies and her 
family through these reels. 


In multi-colored bathing suits 
and peasant skirts she displayed 
her charms vigorously, carelessly 
and without “inhibition, and in 
kittenish byplays she kidded but 
never quite kissed the male mem- 
bers of Hitler’s entourage.

The 
film showed the German Fuehrer 
attentive but emotionless and al- 
most stolid,

(5) The removal violated the 
voting by mail statute which pro- 
hibits the changing of ballots 15 
days before the General Election. 

(6) There were “substantial ir- 
regularities” in the General Elec- 
tion, in which Mrs. Mankin was 
a write-in candidzte, including the 
failure of the Fulton County Ordi- 
nary to have proper write-in in- 
structions available. Certain elec- 
tion managers or superintendents 
did not execute required oaths of 
office or sign written certificates 
showin.; the results of the election. 

Mrs. Mankin also charged that

In an impassioned plea for “what 
might be called a 


on Atlanta’s civic problems at the 


Chamber of Commerce 
meeting yesterday, Lon Sullivan, 
Director of the Citizens Council, 
called for a mobilization of “every 
civic, church and trade group in 
this community.” 

Stressing the need for group 
co-operation to illuminate Atlanta’s 
and Georgia’s problems, Sullivan 
went on. to quote housing and 
crime statistics. 

“Here in Atlanta we have 137,- 
000 people living in filthy, dirty 
slums—cesspools. In just One area, 
for instance, there are 6,434 hous- 
ing units ... and 4,500 have no 
bath and toilet,’ he said, and “59 
percent of the crimes committed 
in Atlanta come from these kinds 
of areas, 72 percent of the juve- 
nile delinquency and 69 percent of 
the tuberculosis.” 


“Selective service tells us Geor- 
gia’s rejection rate for physical, 
mental and educational deficien- 
cies was 49 percent higher than 
the national average, and the 1940 
census revealed that, based on 
population, Georgia has 94 per- 
cent more males in prison than 
the national average.” 

“We do not need new organiza- 
tions in Georgia,” he said. .“We 
have all of the organizations and 
agencies that they have in any 
other State, but what we do need 
in our communities is to get to- 
gether and work and plan intelli- 
gently instead of all working sepa- 
rately,” he said. 


Telephone Union 
Outlines Demand 
For Wage Boost 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—(#)— 
The National Federation of Tele- 
phone Workers Thursday night 
announced demands it estimated 
would cost the telephone industry 
$247,000,000 to $249,000,000 a year. 

Joseph A. Beirne, President of 
the independent union, told a news 
conference the demands, including 
a $12 a week raise for all workers, 
constitute “our strike demands for 
the present.” 

The union fixed a strike date 
for April 7 but Beirne said he ex- 
pects an agreement before then. 

Additional demands include a 
union shop and dues checkoff ar- 
ragement, reduced geographical 
wage differentials, and improved 
vacations and pensions. 

Beirne said the union’s $12 raise 
demand is based partly on a need 
for an increase to meet higher 
living costs and partly to adjust 
telephone worker wages. with 
those in other industries. He re- 
ported the union had made a 
wage comparison with 10 other 
industries in arriving at the 
figure.

wheat crop for harvest in 1947 was 
indicated at 946,527,000 bushels. 
This estimate was based upon 
the acreage sown to this crop and 
upon such factors as the weather 
between seeding time and Dec. 1 
and the condition of the crop on 


| the latter date. 


The indicated crop compared 


;| with 873,893,000 bushels produced 


this year, 817,834,000 in 1945 and 
a 10-year (1935-44) average of 
618,019,000 bushels. 

No forecast was given on Spring 
wheat, inasmuch as this class of 
wheat will not be seeded until 
next Spring. Winter wheat con- 
stitutes about three-fourths of the 
wheat crop. 

The acreage seeded to Winter 
wheat was reported at 56,426,000 
acres, compared with 52,206,000 
this year and 46,890,000 for the 
ten-year average. 

The yield per acre was indicated 
at 16.8 bushels, compared with 
16.7 this year and 13.4 for the ten- 
year average. 

The condition of the crop Dec. 1 
was reported at 93 percent of nor- 
mal, compared with 82 this year 
and 76 percent of the ten-year 
average. 

The seeded acreage not expected 
to be harvested was indicated at 
5.5 percent, compared with 7.1 
this year and 16.2 for the ten-year 
average.
